“Machiavellian” is a term for po­ 
litical cunning, duplicity or had faith, 
because Nlccolo Machiavelli, an Ital­ 
ian statesman and historian, held as 
one of his principles that any means, 
however

among other works a treatise on gov­

Microscope Inventor Unknown. 
Although the early history of the 
microscope Is obscure, the first micro­ 
scope is generally believed to have 
been made by Zachariah Jansen, a 
Dutchman in 1590. 
The invention is

Washington, April 17.—The Supreme 
court upheid the constitutionality of j 
the grain futures trading act. Justices 
Sutherland and McUeynolds dissent­ 
ing. 
“It is clear from the citations in the 
statement of the case,” the decision 
said, ‘‘of evidence before committees 
of investigation as to manipulations of 
the futures mark et and their effects, 
tliat we would be unwarranted in re­ 
jecting the findings of congress as un­ 
reasonable, and that in our » nquiry as 
to the validity of the legislation, we 
must accept as the view tliat such 
manipulation does work to the detri­ 
ment of producers, consumers, ship­ 
pers and legitimate dealers in inter­ 
state commerce in grain and that It is 
a real abuse. 
Affects Interstate Commerce. 
“But it is contended that it Is too 
remote in its effect on interstate com­ 
merce, and that it is not lik e the di­ 
rect additions to the cost to the pro­ 
ducer of mark eting cattle by exor- i 
bitant charges and discrimination of 
commission men and dealerr. This is 
hardly consistent with the affidavits 
the plaintiffs present from the leading 
economists, who say that dealing in 
futures stabilizes tush prices. 
j 
“More than this, prices u: grain fu- , 
tures are those upon which an owner ; 
and intending seller of cash grain is | 
influenced to sell or not to sell as they | 
offer a good opportunity to him to ’ 
hedge 
comfortably 
against 
future | 
fluctuations. 
| 
“Manipulations of grain futures for 
speculative profits,” the court held 
“though not carried to the extent of 
a comer or complete monopoly, exert 
a vicious influence and produce ab­ 
normal 
and 
disturbing 
temporary 
fluctuations of prices that are not re­ 
sponsible to actual supply and demand 
and discourage not only this Justifi­ 
able hedging but disturb the normal 
flow of actual consignments. 
A future 
mark et lends itself to such manipula­ 
tion much more readily than a cash 
mark et.” 
First Act Held Invalid. 
It was the second time that the 
court had ruled or. the constitutional­ 
ity of an act regulatlno trading in 
grain 
futures. 
The 
previous 
act, 
passed after years of agitation by 
farmers, based federal control on the 
government’s taxing power. The Su­ 
preme court ruled that the act was in­ 
valid because it constituted an attempt 
by congress to regulate something over 
which it lack ed jurisdiction.

New York , April 16.—Without a soul 
on board, with ail sails set and ner 
anchor dragging, a tine two-masted 
schooner, the name of which is still in 
doubt, was boarded two miles south­ 
east of Whistling juoy, off Point Out­ 
let, at the entrance of Great South 
bay, by Capt. M. J. Kyan of the United 
States coast guard cutter ManJiattan.

Scattered about the deck were scores 
of empty cartridge shells, and on the 
table in the captain’s cabin was found 
a box containing about 1,000 cartridges 
and indications that some p. rsons had 
helped themselves hurriedly to them. 
There also was a gun rack in the mas­ 
ter’s quarters, and it show^ed signs of 
having been emptied hurriedly. 
No 
weapons were found on boaid. 
Probably Ten in Crew. 
In the crew's quarters in the fore­ 
castle w’ere found clothes which ap­ 
pear to indicate that the schotmer’s 
complement of men was between ten 
and fifteen, all of whom. Including the 
muster, have disappeared without leav­ 
ing a trace.

Organization of a Farm 


Different types of farming are the 
result of attempts on the part of indi­ 
vidual fanners to adopt systems of 
production which will give the largest 
net profit. 
With this object in mind, 
good farm organization takes into ac­ 
count market demand, a permanent 
agriculture and economy of operation 
as well as gross income. 
The soil, used in a broad way to In­ 
clude rainfall, growing season, ex­ 
tremes of temperature and other fac­ 
tors determining the productivity of 
the soil, constitutes the starting point 
in farm organization. 
The variations 
in the fertility of soil on the same 
farm and tile proportion of tillable 
land make the organization of each 
farm an individual problem. 
The selection of the crop rotation, 
while it will be built around the max­ 
imum profit-paying crop of the region, 
should combine with this crop other 
crops, including legumes which pro­ 
vide a permanent system of agricul­ 
ture and economical production. This 
means that an approved rotation of 
crops for a farm will Include crops 
which in themselves are not necessa­ 
rily the most profitable but which in 
combination with others provide for as 
wide margin of profit as possible be­ 
tween the cost of production and the 
selling price.

Hardings Are Welcomed by Laddie 


Springfield.—An income tax based on 
“the ability to pay,” which would af­ 
fect the so-called middle and upper 
classes, but would exempt persons hav­ 
ing a yearly income of less than $5,000, 
Is proposed in a bill introduced in tile 
house of representatives by Norman G. 
Flagg, Moro. 
While tile bill’s author has not esti­ 
mated in figures the amount of reve­ 
nue he expects it to yield, he believes 
that if enacted it will be possible to 
reduce the state tax rate so much that 
It would be only nominal. 
State to Be Districted. 
Tile bill, patterned after the federal 
law, would place a tax of I per cent 
on net incomes less tluin $10,000, but 
exemption is allowed of $5,OCK) for sin­ 
gle and $0,000 for married persons, 
with an additional $500 for each de­ 
pendent person less than eighteen 
years old. A tax of 2 per cent would 
be levied on net income between* $10,- 
000 and $50,000, and 8 per cent on net 
income above $50,000. 
Administration of the act would he 
placed in the hands of the state tax 
commission, which might for that rea­ 
son divide the state into districts, hut 
no county could be divided. Provision J 
is made for appeal to the Circuit court 
and from Circuit to the Supreme court. 
Returns are to be made by March 15 
each year and payment in full by that 
date to the state treasurer. 
If enacted at this session, the act 
would become effective in 1924 on in­ 
comes earned that year. 
List of Exemptions. 
Items exempted from taxation are 
listed to include: 
Proceeds of life in­ 
surance policies and contracts; prop­ 
erty acquired by gift or bequest, but 
not the income therefrom ; dividends 
distributed by corporation which pays 
income under this a c t; interest on ob 
ligations of the United States or se­ 
curities issued under provisions of the 
federal farm loan act of 1916 or state 
or municipal bonds; money received 
through accident or health insurance 
or 
under 
workmen’s 
compensation 
acts; compensation received from the 
United States by employees thereof, in­ 
cluding persons in military or naval 
service of the country, and income re­ 
ceived by any officer of a religious de­ 
nomination or by any institution or 
trust for moral or mental improvement. 
Hearkening to the protests of farm­ 
ers welling up from all sections of the 
state because they have been voted 
into school districts against their will, 
the senate committee on’education has 
given its O. Iv to two measures which 
will establish the machinery by which 
they can get out.

Simultaneous Chinch Bug 
Attack 


Arrangements are now being made 
by the state entomologist’s office and 
agricultural men of the University of 
Illinois for the simultaneous burning 
of chinch bugs in a1! of the affected 
counties as soon as the conditions are 
right. 
When ail plans have been set 
in all of the counties, Dean Herbert 
Mumford of the college of agriculture 
a t the university will tell the leaders 
in each county by radio from tile 
university’s broadcasting station to 
“apply the match.” 
“The experimental work of the past 
eight years shows that approximately 
55 per cent to 65 per cent of the bugs 
can be killed by burning them in their 
winter quarters,” says State Entomol­ 
ogist Flint, “that such burning can be 
done at any time between tile first 
of November and the first to the mid- 
Nile of April, but that to be effective 
It must be done over large areas. 
“Up to the present time the weather 
has not been favorable for burning, 
but there is little Question that we 
will have one or two periods of several 
days each before the bugs leave their 
winter quarters when effective burn­ 
ing can be done. Every farmer in the 
counties heavily infested should locate 
the places on his farm where the 
chinch bugs are wintering. 
A little 
time spent in examining cover along 
hedges, fences and woodlands, espe­ 
cially on the south sides, will enable 
one to discover where the bugs are 


Egg M arketing Associations 


“Poultry and Egg Marketing Asso­ 
ciations Pay Farmers.—Before farm­ 
ers undertook to market their own 
eggs and poultry, they were obliged to 
accept local prices that were often 
seven to twelve cents below terminal 
m arket quotations. 
The local dealer 
who took such margins (spread) paid 
his operating expenses out of that and 
bad the balance for profit. There are 
approximately 6,558 dealers operating 
In Illinois, or about 65 per county— 
two to four in every country town. The 
operating expenses and profits for ali 
these must be paid out of tile differ­ 
ence between what the dealer pays the 
fanner and what he gets on the ter­ 
minal market. 
“Oftentimes there Is no competition 
among dealers in the same town in 
buying farmers’ poultry and eggs. Then 
the question arises as to what ad­ 
vantage it is to the farmer to pay the 
operating expenses of two or three 
poultry buving stations when each of 
them pays the same price to the farm­ 
ers. 
W here farmers form a co-opera­ 
tive marketing association and bring 


the available labor supply, credit facil­ 
ities, and market demands. Any good 
crop rotation in the corn-belt produces 
at least one-half its weight in unsal- I 
able by-products, or in products which 
can be sold to best advantage in the 
form of live stock, or live stock prod­ 
ucts. 
Labor requirements vary with the 
system of production, which makes it 
advisable to develop the farm plan in 
accordance with the home labor sup­ 
ply. and the labor conditions of the 
community. 
A field arrangement that fits the 
natural conditions of the farm and 
provides for economical operation and 
easy access from the buildings is es­ 
sential to good farm organization and 
may be developed on any farm with 
careful 
planning and perseverance, 
and with little expense. 
The basic principles in farm organi­ 
zation indicated above provide for 
diversity of production. 
Diversified 
farming when not carried to the ex­ 
treme is preferred, because: 
(I) It 
provides a flexible system of farming 
that can best meet changing market 
demands.. 
(2) It provides an insur­ 
ance in years when some products 
prove unprofitable. 
(3) 
It utilizes 
man and horse labor and equipment 
to best advantage. (4) It furnishes the 
best means of utilizing crops and crop 
residues. 
(5) It makes fur a perma­ 
nent agriculture. 
(6) It helps insure 
maximum profits.

Isle of Pines Long Known as Rendez­ 
vous of Ferocious Pirates— 
“Slave Fattening.” 


The Isle of Pines, an apnaimge 'of 
Cuba, has tined an interesting page in 
history. 
Las Casas, who chronicled 
the story of the voyages of Columbus 
in Kus “Historia de las Indias.” writes 
that the admiral discovered the island 
during his second voyage, in June, 1194, 
on St, John the Evangelist’s day, there­ 
fore naming it “Evangelista.” 
There 
is every evidence that between the 
time of Columbus and the earliest set­ 
tler! the island was the headquarters 
for the most ferocious pack of sea 
wolves that hunted the seas iii the late 
Sixteenth and early Seventeenth cen­ 
turies. English. French and Dutch ah 
found security on the Isle of Pines. 
Not the least interesting epoch of 
the island’s history was when it served 
as a “slave fattening” depot. 
In the 
days when the traders In “black ivory” 
found the difficulties of their profes­ 
sion increasing in the ratio of preju­ 
dice against slave-holding, their profits 
decreased in a like ratio. 
They at­ 
tempted to rectify this loss by bring­ 
ing a more valuable article to the mar­ 
ket. and the Isle of Pines became a 
haven of rest yod contentment for the 
slaves they brought over in dark holds 
from Africa, before they were sold in 
“the States.”—Detroit News.

story written by two Palatine farm ­ 
ers is really too good to miss and 
we are publishing it here. 
Even the 
village man knows how- great a pest 
“quack” can be. Hard work, however, 
can kill it, so too “city” farm ers 
have proven to the “regular” farm er. 
W hen 
Temple 
and 
McFadgen 
moved onto an old run down farm 
back of Palatine a few- years ago, 
the neighbors said, “W hat, going to 
farm that quack patch? 
They can’t 
make a living on it. 
The quack w-ill 
run out any crop they plant.” 
But 
H arry Temple w-as a city boy 
didn’t 
“know-” 
“you 
can’t 
quack,” so he set about to do it. 
How well he succeeded and the sys­ 
tem lie worked out he tells in his 
own story: 
G etting the Quack Grass 
‘As the time is almost here to 
start the battle with w-eeds and the 
hogish quack grass, which so many 
are afraid of, I am going to explain 
our system with which we have been 
successful in killing acres of the 
pest. 
I suppose this is where you 
are laughing, but we are used to that 
as every one did the same around 
here w-hen we w-ould talk of killing 
it. 
Now- we laugh. 


always be done; th at is, keep the 
shovels in the ground, so as to tear 
up the root masses. 
It will be nec­ 
essary to stop and back at tim es im 
order to catch the place the shovels 
have jum ped over owing to too large 
a clod which rolls up and throw s th e 
shovels out. 
“After the field has been cultivat­ 
ed as aforesaid harrow and allow to 
stand if possible two days. 
If roots 
are so thick they will not allow- the 
planter to work rake them with a 
hay rake and gather the large rolls 
th a t have been dumped out of the 
harrow , put on a little straw and 
burn them. 
We now plant to corn 


a n d , checking, to be able to cultivate both 
kill w-ays. 
Plant 
the corn ju st deep 
enough so it is covered. 
Lots of the 
corn is on top of the ground. 
One 
man plants and one man follows 
after 
the planter cultivating 
and 
throw ing soil and more clods of root 
masses over corn rows m aking a high 
ridge. 
Then leave it about three or 
four days or until the corn sprouts, 
and the spur root is long- enough to 
hold in the ground. 
W hen the corn 
has sprouted (but not showing thru 
the ground) with spur root get the 
I harrow on to it and harrow- cross 
(v.-avF the lows thus making our field 
level a*.d breaking up more masses 
! of roots. 
“W hen you come to a patch of 
“ In a few Mays you will see the 
quack be sure that the breaking corn rows. 
Ju st us soon as possible 
plow goes through it and turns it over ; or when the corn Is three or four 
use a spike tooth harrow with p len ty »inches high we start ti tiv a tin g as 
of weight on it. (Mac usually rides , close as possible throw ing soil all 
it as he weighs over 200 lbs.) with 
this w-eight the teeth drag out the 
roots they touch and break up the 
large clods and the m atted root sys­ 
tem very thoroughly. 
H arrow until 
the ground is smooth. 
Do not be 
afraid you are going to scatter it all 
over the field as that is what you 
w-ant. 
Break up the m atted root 
system and get the roots in soft dirt. 
We have the ground as smooth as 
though we are going to plant corn. 
Then w-e get out our cultivators and 
go into it as though we are cultivat- up 
ing corn. 
Stick the shovels down 
deep and pull up more clods and root 
masses, after which we harrow- cross 
wise riding the harrow , with four 
horses on two sections. 
“Just a few- words about the cul­ 
tivators. 
If you have more than 
two shovels on a side the first thing 
to do is take all off but two. 
We 
prefer double shovel w-alking culti­ 
vators. 
By having only two shovels 
it gives more space between allowing 
the large clods of root masses to 
pass them on top of the pulverised 
or loose dirt. 
Even with two shovels 
you are forced to stop at tim es and 
kick out the exra large clods of root

“There is one thing which must 


roots, and sometimes a hill ofV o^n 
will go too, but that is nothing in 
fighting the quack. 
We stay in our 
corn until it gets too large to culti­ 
vate. 
By that time the quack is 
ready to quit. 
A few- spears w-ill 
probably show up but very sick. The 
following spring get into them with 
the cultivators, tear them out harrow 
and put in your small grain, then in­ 
to corn again and it is all gone. The 
big idea is to get the ground worked 
loose, tear up the root system 
w-hich holds the soil in a hard mass 
and get the roots on top of the 
ground for the sun to burn and dry 
out. 
“We find that this cultivating after 
planting, is a wonderful way to fight 
all weeds and gives a clean field from 
start to finish. 
This battle is told 
from two years experim enting and 
three years of a successful fight ob 
our part. 
“The program for working is fall 
plowing, spring cultivating, harrow ­ 
ing cultivating crossways, harrow ing 
planting cultivating harrow ing, cul­ 
tivating not less than three tim es af­ 
ter corn is up.

Production of Radio Waves 
Wherever there is an electric cir­ 
cuit in which alternating current is 
flowing, a magnetic field around the 
wire is constantly being produced and 
varied* as the current in the wire va­ 
ries. This magnetic field spreads fa r­ 
ther and farther out, giving rise to an 
electric wave, just as a sound wave 
starts out from a vibrating tuning 
fork. 
A J powerful sound can be pro­ 
duced by using a very large tuning 
fork, and similarly a powerful elec-

In this way electric 
communication without wires is estab­ 
lished. 
Nature of Radio Waves 
We cannot see electric waves or 
ripples on a pond, but there is noth­ 
ing specially mysterious about them. 
We cannot see sound waves. If a tun-* 
ing fork is struck, it gives off sound 
waves, which, starting at the tuning 
fork, travel out into the air in all di­ 
rections like the ripples referred to. 
Sound waves are produced by the 
metal prong of the tuning fork. 
As 
the prong moves back and forth it 
causes the air next to it to move back 
and forth. This motion is handed on 
to the surrounding air and so moves 
out to great distances in the air just 
as the ripple on the pond spreads 
out.

HEALTH COLUMN 


Contributed Weekly by tho Chi­ 
cago Tuberculosis Institute 


This week, from April 22-28, has 
been denominated Health Week all 
over Illinois. 
It will probably be ob­ 
served most carefully in the schools, 
I but it is a good time for everybody 
to take a little inventory of his health 
■ asset.*- and liabilities. 
One of the 
I th in g s that we are always urging 
j upon everybody is the need for a com- 
: plete physical examination at least 
i once a year. 
All public health work­ 
ers are laying stress upon this and 
knowing the tendency of the human 
race to proeastinate, when there is 
no special need of doing a thing im­ 
mediately, wTe would suggest that each 
one set a time for this so that he 
will be sure toattend to it. 
It is a 
great joy to have your doctor tell 
you that you are in good condition 
and will remain so if you continue to 
follow’ the rules of hygiene. 
It is 
not quite so pleasant, but it is “Safe­ 
ty First” to have him tell you that 
something is w’rong, which can be 
righted if you will attend to it im­ 
mediately. 
If you have yourself ex­ 
amined very often you will get one 
of these two verdicts. 
If not, you are 
lucky to get the still less pleasant one 
that something serious is w’rong and 
that it will be difficult or impossible 
to correct it. 
As tuberculosis work­ 
ers we cannot make this too emphatic, 
for tuberculosis is preventible, but 
requires constant watchfulness. 
It is 
curable, but must be attended to early, 
for if it becomes advanced it is dif­ 
ficult and sometimes impossible to 
cure. 
Know the Symptoms 
As to guarding ourselves against 
this menacing disease, it is wise for 
everyone to be acquainted with the 
symptoms 
which 
may 
indicate 
its 
presence. 
If anyone has a persistent 
cough or cold, if he loses weight or 
appetite, if he has fevef or night 
sweats, or if he is constantly tired, 
he should lose no time in finding out 
whether 
or 
not 
tuberculosis 
has 
gained a hold upon him. 
It is much 
better to suspect ourselves than to 
close our eyes to danger like the os­ 
trich. 
The symtoms are easy to de­ 
tect and the prevention and cure of 
tuberculosis involve merely the same 
rules of living. 
It is not' a question 
of medicine, but of hygiene, and every 
step toward better public sanitation 
is a step toward the eradication of 
the “White Plague.” 
W hat We Are Doing About it 
I he institute maintains free clinics 
for chest examinations by specialists, 
at 15 centers in Cook County. 
We 
are very glad to supply free literature 
and advice to anyojae requesting it. 
If you are interested in the subject 
and wish to read up on it, call at 
our office, where you will find an ex­ 
cellent library at your service; or we 
shall be glad to supply in any other 
way whatever we think will be use- 
1 u] in this connection. 
We particu­ 
larly recommend a little leaflet called 
“Becoming Acquainted With the En­ 
emy Tuberculosis.” 
We are offering 
this in various languages as well as 
in English. 
Just this week we have 
a call for it in Greek, forwarded to 
us from New’ York, although the pa­ 
tient lives in Chicago. It is brief, well 
expressed and easily understood. 
Our watchword is prevention and 
the chief activity by which we hope to 
accomplish our purpose is health care 
for the children. 


Paul emphasized “Forgetting the 
things that are behind” that we might 
the more freely “press forward,” but 
he never meant forgetting those w’ho 
had walked with us here below: 
Re­ 
calling that within this week occurred 
the birthday of Mrs. Emily B. Draper, 
who for so many years was president 
of the Woman’s Club anil remember­ 
ing . how much she enjoyed “Hidden 
name character sketches.” 
I con­ 
ceived the idea of giving a few’ sketch­ 
es of well-known Arlington Heights 
citizens in memory of one who no 
longer walks w ith'us here. 
First I will present the son of one 
of 
Mrs. 
Draper’s 
most 
intimate 
friends, a younger one of the group 
to follow’; one you are mighty glad 
to see when you have transgressed 
any of the laws of health; who may 
rate you soundly for your sin of omis­ 
sion or commission, but who eases 
your aches, and gives you no more 
than you deserve. 
He may be a sort 
of philosopher and may not have 
much in common with “old Tut.” Yet 
one thing he has— he woukl like a 
chance to beat him at a game of 
chess. 
Comes here a some time farmer— 
a man you were m ighty glad to see 
when you had reached tile bottom of 
your barrel of “spuds,” who listened 
to your complaints about “ruts” arui 
washouts on the road, who brought 
good milk to your door, and who is 
now sharing the honors and the re­ 
sponsibilities of bringing to young 
America, in our town, the best High 
school on the map of Cook County. 
Not so long ago allied himself to one 
of the best of young women and pret­ 
tiest homes inside the town. 
Get out of the way! all you dis­ 
turbers of the peace, here comes a 
spry-spare man, who, like unto the 
“Law of the Medes and 
Persians 
changeth not;” w?ho alw’ays greets 
you with some double loaded quip-like 
“Good day for the race,” or may be 
some more recent sell. Seems no old­ 
er today than he did in that year long 
ago, when he used to prune into beau­ 
ty the grass on the park lawns, and 
when all petty roistering offenders 
used to seek cover when they saw’ 
that “Uncle Sam’s” beard 
pointed 
their way. The law breakers terror— 
know him ? 
Here is a wiry, shrewd business 
man, whose father before him hailed 
from a nearby town with a foreign 
name; who after a good apprentice­ 
ship in his father’s store, built up for 
him self a thriving mercantile business 
which he later sold out, and took up 
a new’ line, announced as belonging 
to the “people” and under his keen 
skillful management, is rapidly grow­ 
ing into favor with the people. 
He 
is the only man, who has two sons in 
business here, representing three dis­ 
tinct business activities in Arlington 
H eights. 
Take care! 
Here conies one who 
has the latest word in wireless ap­ 
paratus and who may catch the tiniest 
whisper of your guesses. Genial, hos­ 
pitable in his own home, a royal en- 
i tertainer, w’ho will filch your pet story 
right out of your innermost brain cell, 
get it over the “wireless” or other­ 
wise. 
A prince of story-tellers, the 
generous sharer of all Pomona’s gifts 
— in fact a veritable “Johnny Apple- 
seed” of a man. One who loves good 
sport, courteous and above all things, 
kind and public spirited. 
The man 
who recently put over a large real es­ 
tate deal in Chicago— only one of his 
clever business deals. 
Had this man in mind when some 
time ago the New’ York Independent 
offered prizes for a write-up of the 
best man in your town. 
All that re­ 
strained my spreading his good deeds 
was well known reticence and mod­ 
esty of the character. 
None the less, 
it is my honest opinion that no other 
man has done so many unpublished I 
good deeds as has the subject of this I 
sketch. 
Strangers arriving in tow’n ! 
at midnight with no place to go, 
preachers, lecturers, and just plain 
folks, have found a kindly shelter in 
his home; public school teachers have 
been hospitably received when there 
was no other home opened to them;
